Washington—The -state department has re- 


ceived a confidential memorandum from Arctic 
explorer Vilhjalmur Stefansson stating that Ice- 
land could be brought under the Monroe Doc- 
trine and warning that this important stepping- 
stone in Mid Atlantic could be used for Nazi air- 
raids against the United States. 


Iceland was under the Danish crown up until 


the Nazi invasion, and is now courting the 
friendship of the United States. Stefansson is an 
American citizen of Icelandic parentage, and 
his account of the strategic value of his native 
island has stirred U. S. officials. The war de- 
partment has even engaged him as a special 
adviser. 


Since the Nazi invasion of Denmark, state de- 


partment officials have been particularly im- 
pressed by two points in the Stefansson report. 
They are: 


1. A German expedition made a survey of Ice- 


land which purported to be for the innocent 
purpose of stimulating "glider flying" among 
Icelanders. But Icelanders are "now convinced 
that they had been victims of an essentially 
military survey." 


2. That "Germany probably has a better grasp 


now of the strategic value of Iceland, both naval 
and aeronautic, than is possessed even by the 
Icelanders themselves." 


Stefansson pointed out that Iceland is open 


the year round for flying purposes; that the av- 
erage temperature at Reykjavik, the capital, is 
the same as at Philadelphia; and that snow sel- 
dom remaias on the ground, even in January, 
for more than two or three weeks at a time. 


The punch in his memo is this sentence: "The 


United States should consider of significance 
the establishment by a foreign power of a new 
air base within a thousand miles of the conti- 
nent of North America."

GOTEY VS. LEWIS 


Senator Joe Guffey scoied a double victory in 


r_i decisive renomination vote. The Pennsyl- 
vania New Dealer not only defeated his oppon- 
er:. Pittsburgh oilman Walter Jones, but also 
handed a thorough licking to John L. Lewis. 


This little known fact was one of the most 


significant features of the election. 


Before the primary, Guffey and the CIO chief 


•sere on closest terms. Guffey sponsored the 
United Mine Workers' bituminous coal regula- 
tion act, and in 1938 unhesitatingly went out on 
a political limb for Lewis by supporting his 
candidate for governor over the bitter protests 
of most of the other Pennsylvania Democratic 
leaders. 


If Guffey had ducked that fight he could have 


avoided personal trouble this year. But when 
he went to Lewis for help in the tough primary 
battle, John L. turned him down cold. 


Only a few insiders know it, but the drama- 


tic rebuff took place a few weeks before the 
election in Lewis' paneled, high-ceilinged pri- 
vate office. Guffey explained that he was up 
against a very serious situation and needed 
help badly. Lewis shook his head. 


"We can't do anything for you, Joe," he said. 
"But why not? You put up plenty of money 


for Tom Kennedy (Lewis' gubernatorial candi- 
date) two years ago." 


"Yes, but we've got a new by-law," replied 


Lewis. "We're not contributing in primaries." 


Chief reason for Lewis' coldness was Guffey's 


advocacy of a third term for Roosevelt. Guffey 
is a strong third termer and ran on that plat- 
form while Jones, who before he became a can- 
didate had declared against a third term, pus- 
sy-footed on the issue. 


Note—Director of Guffey's successful cam- 


paign was Dr. Luther Harr, former Pennsylvan- 
ia University professor of economics, now an 
executive of the pro-New Deal Philadelphia 
Record and city treasurer of Philadelphia. Harr 
is slated to replace stale Democratic chairman 
Dave Lawrence, who although put in office by 
Guffey, backed Jones. 
SCANDINAVIAN DESK 


One of the busicbt men in the 'state depart- 


ment is the expert who follows the tragic fate 
of Finland, Norway, Denmark, Sweden, and 
Holland. 


He is Hugh Gumming, Jr., son of the former 


surgeon general of the United States, and one of 
Secretary Hull's abler assistants.

NO LABOR PEACE

We have a fine public bchool system in this country, the finest any- 


where in the-world measured in terms of expensive buildings, varied 
service, trained teachers. The trouble with it is that it is still dedicated 
mainly to buildings, teachers and equipment and curriculum. It has still 
to be dedicated to the service of chiidrcn. I mean that seriously. 


Children are born individually, as unique beings. In each child is a

TOURNAMENT CASTING 


Expert casting can take just as strong a hold on its followers as any 


other sport. A constantly increasing number of persons of all ages and 
both sexes engage in it and large fields compete in tournaments staged 
under the National Association of Angling and Casting Clubs. 


A tournament caster is a fisherman who spends his off-season spare 


time casting at 30-inch, floating rings for scores instead of the rings made 
by rising fish in streams or lakes. The angler who thus improves his skill 
will not only get vastly more satisfaction out of actual fishing, but may 
find a new and keen source of pleasure. 


Most of the fishing tackle sold today first saw daylight on a casting 


platform. The toufnament caster is constantly trying to increase his 
score, and fly lines, rods and reels receive more use and abuse in one 
tournament season than the fisherman will give his equipment during his 
entire life. 


The very delicacy and precision of tournament casting makes it diffi- 


cult to condense advanced instruction into a brief article. When the be- 
ginner has been grounded in good form, and preferably has worked out 
with skilled company that can correct his faults, he will acquire an in- 
stinctive "feel" for his rod and line similar to that which a high-grade 
golfer has for his clubs. His accuracy and distance will improve and he 
can work along toward a championship just as far as his ability takes him. 


Casting for scores differs from casting for fish in that every cast counts. 


The fisherman can laugh off a poor cast and try again. But with the 
eagle-eyed judges every flick of that line goes down on the score card, 
and when the competition it over you know just how good you are—or 
aren't,

There's a little trouble 
called 


nosebleed, and I should like to 
add a story about it in our firs 
aid series. 


Often a nosebleed is caused by a 


bump on the nose, but there are 
times when it seems to start "by 
itself." 


Whatever the cause, there are 


ways to stop it inside a few min 
utes in almost every case. The main 
thing to do is to cut off the sup- 
ply of blood to the nose for a few 
minutes. 


Let the patient lean his head back 


a little. Let his collar be loose, so 
there is no pressure about his neck. 
Place a cold, wet cloth over his nose 


As a rule, a t per son should no 


breathe through his mouth. This 
rule does not hold when he has a 
nosebleed. In that case the nose 
may be given a rest from breath- 
ing. 


While the patient breaths through 


his mouth, his nostrils should be 
pressed together tightly with the 
lingers. This will close little tubes 
which supply blood to the "parti- 
tion" inside the nose. 


If the nose is held closed for four 


or five minutes, it usually will end 
the bleeding. The result is brought 
about by allowing a clot to form at 
the spot from which the bleeding 
has been coming. 


That plan is given in the "First 


Aid Text-book" issued by the Red 
Cross. Another plan has been found 
to work in many cases. A wad of 
paper is placed behind the upper 
lip, in front of the gums and 
just under the nose. If the upper lip 
is pressed tightly against the wad 
of paper, the flow'of blood to the 
nose partition will be halted, or 
at least will be made less. 


When the bleeding stops, care 


should be taken not to blow the 
nose for three or four hours. To do 
so would be likely to break the 
blood -clot and start the bleeding ov- 
er again. 


In a few cases, first aid treat- 


ments do not end a nosebleed. If 
ihc bleeding lasts more than about 
five minutes, .a doctor should be 
called. 


I hope you have saved our stories 


on first aid. If you keep them in a 
scrapbook, they may come in handy 
in some special case.
